Boston, Jmly ll.-Th« police lost quits 


•B Important hotel case yesterday, in an 
Attempt to secure a conviction under 
tbe order that food must be served with 
llqwor ordered by Sunday guests. 
Judge Dewey held good the contention 
of the counsel of the proprietor of the 
Hotel Hawthorne, J. H. Wiener, that 
the acceptance of tbe customary sand- 
wich on Suuday when liquor is ordered 
is sufficient to conform with the law. 
The decision is interpreted to nullify 
the regulation of the police board that 
food must be ordered on Sundays and 
other restricted occasions before drinks 
can be served. 


Judge Dewey said that the law does 


not permit the sale of liquor without 
food on certain days, aud that the po- 
lice know this. An order for liquor on 
these days is> an implicit order for the 
fgod when the food is served before the 
liquor is brought forth, and is subse- 
quently charged and paid for with the 
liquor. 
• 


In this case two waiters aud the hotel 


proprietor were arrested last Sunday 
by police officers in citizens' clothes, 
who claimed to have ordered liquor with 
which only a sandwich was served. It 
is understood that this was the first case 
since the Sunday order went Into effect 
in May. 


Damages Asked For Quarantine 
Bangor. Me., July 11.—P. D. W. Mc- 


Kinnoa, proprietor of the Queen City 
hotel, and J. F. Pickard, have petitioned 
ihe city government for damages re- 
sulting from the smallpox quarantine 
at the Queen City hotel last month.

BRYAN IS TURNED DOWN 


Ohio Democrats Agree Not to 


Mention His Name 


BANNER WITH HIS HCTUBE 


Trampled Upon and Spoiled During 


Demonstration In KUbonrne's Honor 
Johnson »nd McLean Men Divide 
Honors on Political Ii»ue» 


Columbus, O., July 11—The Demo- 


cratic convention yesterday nominated 
this ticket: For governor, James Kil- 
bourne; lieutenant governor, Aatbony 
Ho wells; Judge of the supreme court, 
Joseph Hidy; clerk of the supreme court, 
Harry B. Young; attorney general, M. 
B. McCarthy; treasurer of the state, 
R. P. Alshire; member of the board of 
public works, James B. Holman. 


The convention convened here undet 


peculiar circumstances. 
All the mora 


conservative elements bad combined in 
the preliminaries against the friends of 
Mayor Johnson of Cleveland, but the 
combination was not maintained after 
the committees were selected. 
The 


contest was in the committee on resolu- 
tions, and on both national and state 
Issues. The Johnson men won on their 
favorite views on state matters, and the 
McLean and Kllbourne men on national 
Issues. 


There was no reafflrmatlon of the 


Kansas City ot any other platform. 
There is uo mention of previous plat- 
forms or of Bryan. 


The nomination of Colonel Kilbourne 


was appropriately called one of "spon- 
taneous combustion." 


It was currently reported that John- 


son desired the nomination of Monnett 
as attorney general, and that the Mc- 
Lean men wanted Mounett defeated. 
The defeat of Monnett was so decisive 
as to be a feature of the convention. 
Monnett as attorney general had 
brought suite against the Standard Oil 
company and otber corporations to 
cancel their charters under the anti-trust 
laws. He had sought a third term nom- 
ination from the Republicans on the 
issue that he should be retained in that 
office to continue these prosecutions. 
After his defeat for the third nomina- 
tion, in 1899, he supported Bryan in 1900 
on the anti-trust issue, and canvassed 
Ohio and otber states with Bryan. 


In the alleged stampede "for princi- 


ples rather than men," the most strik- 
ing turn of tbe convention was in re- 
gard to Mr. Bryan. 
The most bitter 


things had been said of bis leadership 
In the committee on resolutions, where 
It was insisted that his name shoulrl 
not be mentioned, and that there should 
be no reference to either of the national 
platforms on whiefi he made his cam- 
paigns. 
After 
this plan had been 


agreed upon, one-of the 2] members of 
that committee offered a minority re- 
port, reaffirming the Kansas City plat- 
form, and expressing confidence in 
Bryan. 
He received only six votes 


from the 900 delegates on his substitute 
fof the preamble. 


A few moments after the platform 


was adopted one of these six delegates 
called attention to tbe fact that pictures 
of other Democrats were displayed in 
tbe hall, and ndne of Bryan, as hereto- 
fore. 
He started to Carry a small ban- 


ner, with Bryan's picture on It, to the 
platform. 
T,he 'aisles were ordered 


cleared, but the .picture did not reach its 
destination. 
It was trampled under 


foot nnd spoiled during the wild dem- 
onstrations when Kilbourne was escort- 
ed into tbe ball- 


While it is generally believed that the 


marching clubs did not know they were 
walking over Bryan's picture, yet there 
was much comment after the conven- 
tion that the picture was not treated 
worse than bad been the old standard- 
bearer himself by the committee on reso- 
lutions and the convention. 


Members of the cbmmittee on resolu- 


tions said that several hours were spent 
in denouncing the Chicago and Kansas 
City platforms, and the leader who 
stood ou them. 
The platform causes 


much comment over what it does not 
say, as well as over what it'does soy.. 
• Unusual interest is being taken in the 
selection of members of the state execu- 
tive committee by the state central com- 
mittee since the convention concluded 
Its work. The state central committee 
adjourned until July 20, without select- 
Ing Its chairman or secretary. 


There are all sorts of rumors about tho 


•enatorship, for which the convention 
endorsed no one as the Democratic can- 
didate to succeed Senator Pornker. Th,- 
names of John B. McLean and Tom L. 
Johnson are most prominently men- 
tioned in this connection. 
Both have

The meeting of July 20 will be

Claims Against Turkish Gov 


ernment Settled at Last 


LUMP SUM OF $95,000 PAID 


Btato Department Will Distribute It 


Among Claimants at Its Discretion 
—Minister Irishman Completes Task 
Begun by Ilia Predecessors 


Washington, July ll.-TIie state de* 


partmeut has received the mnouut of 
the American indemnity claim against 
Turkey, $95,000, through the American 
legation at Constantinople. 


The money was paid by the Turkish 


government to Mr. Leishman, our min- 
ister at Constantinople, was by him 
placed in the Ottoman imperial bank 
and drafts remitted £or the account. 
These drafts have just reached Wash- 
ington. 
As is always the case, the 


claims in the aggregate considerably 
exceed the amount of the indemnity 
actually paid, but our government has 
expressed itself as satisfied with the 
payment. 
It assumes full responsi- 


bility for the distribution, the Tnrkibh 
government paying down a lump sum 
of $95,000, and leaving it to the state 
department to distribute among tile 
claimants at its discretion, and after 
its own fashion. 
It is stated that as 


soon as the department officials can pre- 
pare their list they will communicate 
directly with the claimants. 


The claim which Tmkpy has at last 


paid is of long standing. 
It arose 


from the destruction of American prop- 
erty, chiefly that of missionaiies, in 
Armenia, In 1893. 
United States Min- 


ister Leishnlan is the man who has ef- 
fected a settlement of this account, he 
having informed the state department 
of Turkey's intention to pay in the sec- 
ond week of June last. 


This notification was not taken too 


seriously in any quarter, since similar 
promises had been made to four Ameri- 
can diplomatic representatives at Con- 
stantinople before Mr. Leishman was 
transferred to that post, but Mr. Leish- 
man was confident and the tone of his 
advices such that Washington officials 
were really encouraged to believe that 
the sultan had at last found the means 
to satisfy his financial obligations. This 
hopeful feeling was not based entirely 
on Mr. Leishman's rr-port, as the sultan 
had recently satisfied the indemnity de- 
mands of France, and made the first 
payment on a cruiser to be constructed 
by the Cramps. 


In President Cleveland's administra- 


tion Minister Terrell presented the Ar- 
menian Indemnity claims of the United 
States, and 'received assurances from 
the porte that they would be paid. His 
successor, Mr. Angel!, went TO Constan- 
tinople especially to collect the indem- 
nity, He only got promises. Then Mr. 
Anpell, Mr. Strauss' successor, secured 
the personal assurance of the sultan on 
three different occasions that the money 
woulc} t>e forthcoming. 
While Mr. 


Strauss was in this country on leave of 
absence, ihe sultan denied having given 
any positive assurance on the subject, 
and Mr. Strauss declined to return to 
Turkey.

contracted to build for the Turkish navy. 


But the demands of the United States 


were not satisfied iu that or -any other 
way, and the state department sent Mr, 
Leishmao from Berue to Constantinople 
to try his hand with the sultan. Ac- 
cordingly, he should have large credit 
for the settlement of the indemnity. 
though the very elfectivc 
efforts of 


Messrs. Angell and Strauss, his prede- 
cessors, should be heavily acknowl- 
edged, as they put the matter far on its 
way. 


The state department officials feel the 


greatest satisfaction at the settlement 
of these oiaims. 
Secretary Hay had 


been told by diplomats skilled in the 
ways^pf Oriental diplomacy nnfl ex- 
perience in the political conditions of 
southern Europe, that he novor would 
be able to collect thctu. Not only w:is 
there extreme difficulty iu bringing any 
pressure to bear, because of the remot - 
ness of Turkey, but America had to 
contend with the jealousy of Hio great 
European powers, most of whom had 
claims against Turkey vastly In rarer in 
amount than ours, and whoee total was 
beyond the ability <?J the Turkish gor- 
ernment to meet. 


Left Tents and Wounded Behind 
London, July 11.— A yeomanry trooper, 


in a letter describing the Vlakfonteln 
affair, May 2S, when tho garrison of 
thnt town, on the Johannesburg-Durban 
railroad, had 174 men put out of action 
by the Boers under General Do Larey, 
adds thnt the British, the night after the 
fight, discovering that the Boers wore 
surrounding their camp, were obliged to 
retreat, leaving their tents standing and 
their wounded behind them.

To get a good nifht's sleep, says a ent 


loje president, asantnc nn easy position, 
with the hands irsfijjj oypr the n-adoraen. 
Tuke a long, slow ijiU ca-y and aatmal 
breath in such ft way as ^raoualiy and 
gently to lift tbe hands outworn Dy th« 
action of the nbdomea. .At the same titn« 
sloTrly nnd gradually ou^a the eyes »a 
thct at the end of the inspiration tat-y ar« 
wide open and directed upvran}. Let the 
breath out easily and naturally, letting 
tLe hands fail Inward as the outward 
pressure of ±he abuoinen is withdrawn. 
At the same time let the eyes drop anJ 
tbe eyelids naturally fall of their own 
weight, so that they asp closed at the end 
of ihe espiratibn. Do all this quietly and 
naturally. Do not make too hard work 
of It. 


Repeat the inspiration and expiration, 


with, opening and lifting, dropping ,ancl 
closing of the eyes, tea- times. Then take 
t«n breaths in the same way, allowing tha 
eyes to remain dosed. 
Alternate ten 


breaths with opening and closing of the 
eyes and breaths with closed eyes. When 
the eyelids begin to feel heavy and yon 
feel tired and sleepy, . as you will very 
soon, go through the motions more and 
more easily nnd lasfly until you merely 
will ihe motions without making any ef- 
fort, or hardly any effort, to execute 
them. At this stage, or more likely in 
one of the intervals of breathing without 
any- motion of the eyes, yon will fall 
asleep. 


Nervous persons Trill have some diffi- 


culty at first in the gradual opening and 
closing of tl e eyes. They will tend to fly 
open nrd thnri snap together. 
But, as 


putting salt on a dove's tail is a sure rule 
for catching t'ae dorp. So this gradual and 
easy opening and ciosins of the eyes in 
rhythm, with quiet, natural breathing, 
when once secr.rcu, is almost equivalent 
to dropping off to sleep. 
This rule in- 


duces the respiration that is charactoris 
tic of normal sleep. It tires the set of 
muscles the firing of which is one of the 
favorite devices for producing hypnosis. 
It produces and calls attention to certain 
Sensations in the eyes and eyelids which 
ftre the normal precursors of sleep. Final- 
ly, persons who have had difficulty in go- 
ing to sleep and staying asleep, report 
that- this method puts them to sleep, and 
puts them back again when they wake up 
too soon.— Outlook.

fHE COOKING OF FOWL. 


By Louis Roie. 


" 'A fowl is not a chicken as many ot 
Us have learned by s-aU expesience, but 
a well cooled fo«-l is good eating if 
properly cooked, fts many a g°od house- 
wife can testify. 
Itroilei* and 
tho 


earliest of spring chickens arc oftea too 
expensive eating for the ordinary house- 
hold, but that does not prevent tho 
family from having delicious eatiug if 
the right methods are pursued with the 
fowl that is procured as a substitute. 


Procure ns young a fowl as possible, 


nnd the day before it is to be served, 
stew it gently for three hours and allow 
It to sland over night in the liquor m 
which it was boiled. Then roast it in 
the usual wny, just as you would a 
chicken, but allow about ten minutes to 
thp pound, basting often with the drip- 
pings of roast beef, or with melted but- 
ter, a largo tablespoonful of which 
should be put in the pan when the fowl 
is first put in the oven to roast. Right 
here let ine suggest that if you will be 
careful to baste fowls often, you will 
always avoid what you often have found 
on the table, dry meat. 


Another thing well to remember in 


the cooking of fowl and that is that the 
stuffing is an essoential factor. 
For 


fowl I have found beef suet the best 
foundation for the stuffing. I use suet 
instead of butter, the latter being far 
more expensive and far less satisfactory 
in its results. For a pair of average 
sized fowl, take a cap of finely chopped 


j suet, free ftoin the stringy portions, rub 


through the hands into two cnpfuls of 
stale bread crumbs, a tablespoonful of 
chopped parsley and • teaspoonful of 
chopped green thyme (in the winter use 
the tried) and pepper and salt to taste. 
Break an egg without .beating into this, 
stir with a fork and fill the crops of the 
fowls t'o a sightly plumpness, putting 
the remainder of the stuffing inside. 
This seasoning will be crisp yet moist, 
instead of being the ealvy mixture too 
often served. 


Do not, however, use this stuffing for 


ducks or gec-se. A much better one for 
them is made by mixing nicely boiled 
onions, well drained and chopped, with 
sage, and pepper and salt to taste. 


If you do not wish to roast the fowl, 


but prefer a real French fricassee, par- 
boil a little longer than for roasting and 
let cool in the liqvlor as before. 
Then 


put in a Etewpan a heaping tablespoon- 
ful of butter, and when smoking hot lay 
in your fowl which you have previously 
cut up for that purpose. 
Brown well 


and then take up. Into the liquor Isft 
in the pan, sift a tablespoonfnl of flour, 
stir well and gradually pour in some of 
the liquor in which the fowl, was par- 
boiled until the sauce is of the desired 
consistency. 
The sauce may be made 


richer by the addition of a few mush- 
rooms or you may putjin*a teaspoonful 
of good table sauce, ir you like highly 
seasoned gravies. 


Another anil more common way of 


treating the fowl is to parboil until 
nearly reedy to fall from the bones, 
then take up the meat and thicken the 
liquor to the desired consistency and 
pour over the fowl. 


I have been quite particular in, de- 


scribing the cooking of fowls in the 
above, because in the cooking depends 
in a large measure -flfe value of the 
product. That the fowl has more flavor 
than the young chicken or broiler all 
admit, so when you make the fowl 
tender ypa have solved the problem of 
good eating at a medium cost If you 
follow the above directions yon will 
agree with me.

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CREAMED ONIONS. 


Fnt a dozen onions in a pan of cool 


water and take pff their skins. Pat them 
in a saucepan of boiling water with a 
teaspoonful of salt, and boil them nntil 
tender. In the meantime melt in a small 
saucepan a tablespoonful of butter, add 
a tablespoonful of flour and wben it 
froths stir in half a pint of milk, stirring 
nntil it boils; now drain the onions, pour 
this sauce over them and set them 
where they will only simmer gently UB- 
til dinner is ready. 


GREEN-PEA SOUP. 


Boil a pint of shelled peas and their 


pods in three pints of water, into which 
is put a knuckle of nice, sweet ham. 
When the liquor is reduced one-half, 
drain it off into another saucepan, to 
which remove the ham also. Take all 
pods from the peas, mashing the latter 
to a mnsli. Add to them on* table- 
spoonful butter, one-fourth saltapoonful 
black pepper, half pint milk. Add to 
the liquor. Let it boil up twice, then 
pour in tureen over bits of toast. 


CHILI CATSUP. 


Tnke twelve large, rip* tomatoes, 


three gicen peppers, two large onions, 
two tnblespoonfuls of salt, three of su- 
gar, one of cinnamon, and thte* cups of 
vinegar; peel the tomatoes and onions, 
and chop very fine, add the pepper, boil 
•lowly for two hours, then add the salt, 
sugar, vinegar and spices, and boil one 
hour longer. Bottle and seal. This cat- 
lap is excellent and wholesome and 
Much less trouble than strained catsup. 


BAKED PICKEREL. 


Clean, wipe and lay in a dripping pan 


with hot water to keep from scorching; 
bake slowly, basting often with melted 
butter, pepper and salt. 
When done, 


take up, add a teacup of sweet cream, 
two tablespoonfnls of melted butter and 
a little chopped parsley to the water, 
let boil, and pour over the baked fish. 


INDIAN MEAL SOUP. 


Prepare this as n hasty pudding, and 


then thin it with hot milk to a creamy 
consistency, and it can be served with a 
dish of crisp, hot pork scraps cut very 
email. 
Try it before you decide that 


you (If not Hko it. Small dice of bread 
fried like doughnuts are good) with it. 


GERMAN SPONGE CAKE. 


Stir the yolks of eight eggs and on* 


pound of sugar continuously in one wny 
for thirty minutes, Add the well beaten 
whites and stir for fifteen minutes 
longer. Add one-half cupful of flour, 
four tablespoonfuls of corn starch, the 
Juice and grated rind of one lemon. 
Stake in a moderate o?en. 


i" MT7TTON CHOPS TOASTED. 


When the chop has been cut aurt 


trimmed, hold it ou a toasting fork, 
close to & very Lot, cliar fire for a miu- 
nte in oiJor to seur the outside veiy 
quickly; turn tho chop and treat the 
other side ia the same manner, thus 
forming a sort of a crust to retain the 
Juice of the meat, which is so valuable 
to invalids and children, "but which— 
through careless cooking—is so often iil- 
lowed to run to waste. The chop must 
now be held a little further from the 
fire where it may be cooked more slowly. 
Tho moat must not, on any account, be 
at all burnt, yet it must certaiuly te 
cooked thoroughly, to the very centro. 
In about fifteen minutes it will be done 
sufficiently, having bcea turned twice or 
thrice .during the time. Care must be 
taken never to insert the toasting fork 
Into the lean part of the meat, but just 
into the rim of fat round the edge. Make 
a slice of dainty, crisp toast, cut it in 
finger pieces and arrange these cross- 
wise on a hot plate; lay the chop upon 
the toast, sprinkle over it a little salt 
and pepper and serve immediately, 


BEEP LOAF. 


One pound of lean, beef, rump or 


round, chopped very flap. Or you may 
use for this purpose the long, tough 
ends of a sirloin *teuk. Half a cupful 
of bread crumbs, one slice of onion, 
chopped 
fine, 
one 
tnblespoonful 
of 


chopped parsley, the yolk of one egg. a 
toaspoonfnl of vinegar, or lemon-juice if 
you have it, a tcaspoanful of butter. Put 
all tho materials together in a large 
bowl and mix them thoroughly. Form 
Into a loaf about six inches long and 
four wide. Wrap it in a paper that has 
been greased with butter, put it in a 
baking pan and bake it in a hot oven 
for half an hour, basting it two or three 
times with melted butter. When it is 
done, unwrap the paper, put the loaf in 
the centre of a large heated dish, and 
pour around it a brown sauce made of 
the drippings left in the pan. Ue.it 
these drippings to boiling, mix in a level 
tablespoonful of flour and add one cup- 
ful of stock, if you have it, or cold 
water. 
Stir until it boils, season to 


taste and pour around the meat.

EGG TURBOT 


makes an attractive dish for tea and 
calls for one dozen cold, hard boiled 
eggs, one quart of milk, one-half cup of 
butter, two lnrg« tablespoons of flour, 
pepper, salt and a little grated onion, 
Heat the milk and butter ia a double 
boiler. 
When the boiling point is 


reached, stir in the flour rubbed smooth 
In a little cold milk. When well thick- 
ened, remove from the fire and add sea- 
soning. 
About a half-teaspoQuful of 


onion will be sufficient for most tastes; 
less, If the onion is very strong. Squeeze 
the eggs through a fruit press, or chop 
them fine and add to th« sauce. Sprin- 
kle rolled crackers oren the top and 
bake until delicately browned.' 


CROWN POINTS. 


FRENCH EGGS. 


Boil half a dozen eggs twelve to fif- 


teen minutes! put them in cold water; 
then remove the shells and cut them in 
halves. _ Boil two onions half tender; 
chop them fine; stir, with them a good 
tablespoonful of flour and two of butter, 
• small teaspoonful of salt and a pinch 
of pepper; put a pint of milk to boil; 
when hot mix into it the onions, flour, 
butter, etc., in a paste; stir constantly 
till the sauce boils, then lay in the eggs 
without breaking them. Cool gently five 
minutes and serve. 


KIDNEY TOAST. 


Cut in pieces four veal kidneys with 


half a pound of calf's liver, and see to 
it that both are of the freshest. Make 
a little butter hot in<a>frying-pan, and 
toss them until cooked, but not over- 
done. Remove from the fire, cdd the 
beaten yolk of one egg, and a. seasoning 
of salt, pepper and lemon-juice. Have 
ready some squares of hot buttered 
toast, spread with the mixture and serve 
with stewed potatoes and hot corn meal 
muffins. 


ESCALLOPED EGGS 


ere excellent. 
The ingredients are 


one dozen hard boiled eggs, one pint of 
cream, and a heaping cup of bread 
crumbs, a t«blespoonful of flour (large), 
butter size of an egg, salt, pepper and 
extract of celery to taste. 
Slice the 


eggs nnd arrange the layers in a baking 
dish, 
sprinkling lightly with 
bread 


crumbs and bits of butter. Make a sauce 
of the cream, thickened with the flour 
sad seasoned with salt, pepper ond cel- 
ery. 
Pour this over the last layer of 


eggs; strew the remaining bread crumbs 
en top and bake uatll brown. 


PARSNIPS. 


Scrape and halve two medium-sized 


parsnip* and lay them in a pan, with 
fonr tahlespoonfnls »f water and a salt- 
spoonful of salt. Put them in the oven 
to bake tender. 
When quite done and 


nicely browned, lay them In a vegetable 
dish, putting on them four (tablespoon- 
fuls of drawn butter, sad a heavy sprin- 
kle of black pepper. Serve very hot 


OKRA STEWED, SPANISH STYLE. 


Pare both ends of a number of okra 


pods and put them over the fire cov- 
ered with equal quantities of broth and 
tomato sauce; add salt, pepper and a 
slice of ham; remember to take into ac- 
count the saltness of the ham when 
adding salt; stew slowly for an hour, or 
until the pods are tender.

okras, thicken the sauce slightly and 
pour it over then, sprinkling with very 
finely minced parsley.

Career of Professor lo Conte, aa 


Authority on Geology. 


The late Joeeph Le Conto, professor 


of geology and natural history at the 
University of California, was a south- 
erner by birth and a Huguenot by de- 
scent He was th* author of many 
books, among: them the leading geolog- 
ical textbook used In colleges of this 
country, and of numerous articles on 
scientific subjects, snys the New York 
Times. Once he was president of the 
American Association For the Advance- 
ment of Science. Ib the civil war he 
served the Confederates as an expert 
chemist and also as a member of the 
mining bureau. 


Bern In Liberty county, Ga., on Feb. 


26, 1623, young Le Conte had the best 
educational advantages the country 
could afford from bis early youtu until 
he was graduated from the Lawrence 
scientific school at Harvard univer- 
sity In 1851. After his preparatory 
training he went to the University 01 
Georgia, being graduated from there 
In 1841. Then be went to San Fran- 
cisco to the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons and took its degree la 1845, 
Obtaining his degree of master of arts 
from the University of Georgia In the 
same year. From San Francisco he 
went to Harvard. In 1S79 the hon- 
orary degree of doctor of laws was con- 
ferred upon him by his southern alma 
mater, and Princeton university award- 
ed him the same honor five years ago. 
He waa married in January, 1847, to 
Miss Caroline Elizabeth Nisbet of 
Georgia. 


With Louis Agassie, and' • whom he 


had studied at Harvard, Professor Le 
Conte went to Florida on an explor- 
'ing expedition in 186L The next yea* 
be became a professor in Ogletlio , 
college, after which he occupied the 
chair of geology and natural history la 
Franklin college for a year. In 1857 he 
began to teach chemistry and geology 
In South Carolina college, where he re- 
mained for 12 years, leaving there to 
take the position at the University of 
California, which he retained till bis 
death. He was not only an authority 
on geology, but also on optics, aero- 
statics and physiology. The more im- 
portant books he wrote were as fol- 
lows- "Religion an(J Sclente," a col- 
lection of Sunday lectures; "Elements 
of Geology," a textbook for colleges 
and universities; "SJgUt, or the Prlnj 
ciples of Monocular and Binocular Vis' 
Ion," "A Compendium of Geology," a 
class book for high schools, and "Evo- 
lution and Its Relation to Religious 
Thought." 


In 1895 Professor Joseph Le Conte, in 


commenting on an address before the 
Philosophical Union of tho University 
of California by Professor Joslnh 
Royce of Harvard, used the following 
words in defining the distinction be- 
tween the physical and psychical man; 
it IB said to be the best Illustration of 
the kind ever given: 


"Suppose I could remove the brain 


cap of one of yon and expose the brain 
In active work, as It doubtless Is at 
this moment 
Suppose, further, that 


my senses were absolutely perfect, so 
that I could see everything that was 
going on there. What would I sec? 
Only decompositions and recotnposl- 
tlons, molecular agitations and vibra- 
tions—In a word, physical phenomena, 
and nothing else. There is absolutely 
nothing else there to sec. Sut you, the 
subject of this experiment, what do 
you perceive? Sou see nothing of all 
this. You perceive an entirely different 
set of phenomena—viz., consciousness, 
thought, emotion, will—psychical phe- 
nomena; in a word, a self, a person. 
From the outside we see only physical, 
from the inside only psychical, phe- 
nomena."

KNOWLTON NOT A CANDIDATE 


Wants to bi Gwtriw, But Nttby Run- 


ning Far Lituttntnt Governor 


Attorney-General Knbwlton. who Is 


genei.ally recognized as possessing an 
ambition to be governor of Massachu- 
setts some day, does not care to serve 
first us lieutenant-governor and use 
that oftlce. in accordance \vlth what 
has become almost a. tradition, as a 
stepping stone to the higher one, says 
a Boston dispatch. His attitude to- 
ward the lieutenant-governorship has 
been no secret, and In fact has been 
BO well known that he has never been 
seriously considered aa a prospective 
candidate for that office. 


Every once ic a while, however, the 


suggestion that he might come for- 
ward as a candidate for the RepubU- 
can nomination for the second place 
on the ticket appears in some news- 
paper, and thus affords an opportu- 
nity for fresh speculation. 


The most recent mention of his 


name in this connection vas after 
the Fourth of July declaration of Jerry 
McCarthy that Cof. Curtis Gu'ld would 
be a good man to send to Congress 
from the new llth district. 


Some of the politicians thought they 


saw in this suggestion a desire on the 
part of the surveyor of the port, who 
was an ardent Bates man in the last 
lieutenant-governorship 
contest, 
to 


run Colonel Guild off the state ticket 
next year. Others among Mr. Bares' 
friends insisted that there was no sig- 
nificance to Mr. McCarthy's remarks, 
beyond the expression of his individ- 
ual opinion, and Colonel Guild himself 
promptly said that he was not a can- 
didate for congressional honors, 
^Thus the slate tof Bates and Guild, 
which it has for some time been taken 
for granted would be get up for the 
campaign next year, it being the pro- 
gram to renominate Governor Crane 
this fall, remains intact for the pres- 
ent. 


Mr Knowlton, .whatever may be his 


intentions with respect to the head of 
the ticket, will not be a candidate for 
the lieutenant-governorship. 
He has 


been quoted oftentimes as remarking 
that he did not care to enter the gov- 
ernorship thrbu~h a back door, aud he 
said yesterday morning that he was 
not a candidate for lieutenant-governor 
this year, and should not be next 
year, ntor any other year. 


This should at least dispose of the

The 
church :a a strong one and a new t>ar- 
sonage has just been built, of which 
Mr. and Mrs. Dunham are the first oc- 
cupants.

THE WILLIAMS PRESIDENCY 


Dr. Birge of Wisconsin 
Considered, 


But Might Not Accept 


A Milwaukee, Wis., dispatch says: 
Acting President Edward A. Blrge 


of the university of Wisconsin, it is 
said, will be offered the presidency of 
Williams c'ollege, as successor ao Dr. 
Franklin Carter, retired. 
Dr. Birge 


graduated from Williams in 1873 Dr. 
James H. Canfleld, librarian of Co- 
lumbia university, who has been men- 
tioned for the plface, but who de- 
clined, was at Waukesha with Dr. 
Birge today, and afterward said that 
he had no doubt of Dr. Blrge's selec- 
tion if he would say that he would 
accept. 


A dispatch from Madison says: 
Dr. Birge says he has received no 
ll to the presidency of Williams col- 


lege, and knows nothing about the 
matter except what he has read in the 
newspapers. 
It is the general opin- 


ion here that Dr. Birge will remain 
with Wisconsin at least until the uni- 
versity has a president wh'o is able to 
actively attend to the duties of the 
office. If President Adams is not able 
to take charge at the end of his pres- 
ent leave 'of absence it is expected that 
he will resign* Dr. Birge's name is 
frequently mentioned in this connec- 
tion. It is an open secret that he 
would like to be president of the state 
university.

GERMANY'S EX-CHANCELLOR 


C«r«*r of Prince Ilohealobe, FHe*i 


•f AM»rle» IB Try-tour Tines. 


The late Prince von Uohenlobe waa 


chancellor of tbe German empire for 
•Is years—from October, 1894, to Octo- 
ber, 1800—says the New York World. 
,Ho was also president of the Prussian 
cabinet, making him premier, minister 
of foreign affairs of tbe empire, presi- 
dent of tbe Prussian council of state, 
grand chamberlain of the crown of Ba- 
varia and held many other subsidiary 
titles. lie succeeded Caprlvl aa chan- 
cellor and was In turn succeeded by 
,Von Bulow. 


He grew so old In office that he was 


unable to bear with the eccentricities 
of his sovereigns, and after many warm 
conflicts on matters of state with the 
kaiser he resigned, saying that he was 
being ignored. Tbe kaiser, who always 
called him Uncla Clodwig, kissed bin! 
when they parted, nnd they had always 
•ince been «n the most friendly terms. 


Prince Clodwig was born in Rothen- 


burg, Bavaria, March 31,1819, and was 
educated at the best of the German uni- 
versities. 
Through the relinquishing 


of tbe rights of inheritance by bis elder 
brother he became tbe head of the 
Hohenlohe-WaSdenburg - Schillingsf urst 
line of the once sovereign bouse of Ho- 
henlche, one of the oldest In Germany. 
The family is enormously rich. 


The prince was first in tlie German 


civil service and then returned to Ba- 
varia to become minister of foreign af- 
fairs. At Qrst he posed as a Bavarian 
patriot and undertook, with others, to 
stem the rising tide of Prussia's power 
and to preserve the autonomy of the 
smaller states. He vrns the foremost 
figure in the fight against an empire 
and courageously opposed Bismarck tc 
his face. But at the end of the Franco- 
Prussian war he surrendered and work- 
ed and vored for tbe Incorporation of 
Bavaria into tbe German empire. 


He was vice president of the first 


imperial reichstag and in 1874 was 
«ent as erabassador to France. There 
be ransacked the embassy archives, 
finding and forwarding to iJerlln the 
evidence upon which his predecessor, 
Count von Arnini, was tried. 


After holding several other positions 


, of trust the prmce was made governor 
' of the newly acquired province of Al- 


sace-Lorraine. Ho had been immense- 
ly popular with the French while on 
bis Paris mission, but in Alsace-Lor- 
raine he made himself cordially detest- 
ed by his radical measures to German- 
ize a -people whose hearts were still 
French. This brought down. BO much 
criticism upon his country that the 
kaiser waa compelled to interfere on 
more than one occasion and nullified 
laws be had caused to be promulgated. 
Eventually the prince adopted a policy 
of suavity and great consideration and 
completely won. the hearts of the Im- 
pressionable Ejench that Germany had 
taken away fr&m their fatherland. 


At the Amertoan embassy It was said 


that the prince's death was much re- 
gretted; that he was ever friendly to 
Americans and their Interests. 
Al- 


though an extensive estate owner, he 
did not share the agrarian hostility to 
the United States and was always, fair 
and conciliatory In regard to Genaan- 
American relations.- It Is declared that 
It is largely owing to Prince von Ho- 
benlohe's friendly spirit during several 
trying years that Germany's relations 
with the United States never d 
from cordiality.

How magniiuimous was Russia's pol- 


icy toward China fc strikingly shown 
by a complete report on Russian opera- 
tions in Maiicliuria which will be pub- 
lished in a few days by Lieutenant 
Colonel W. A. Simpson, chief of the 
military Information division of the 
war department, says a Washington 
dispatch, to the New York Herald. This 
report, giving the first detailed account 
of Russian military operations, shows 
that Russia had greater cause than any 
of the other powers for declaring war 
on China. Its frontier was invaded, 
and Its people were killed, its railway 
In Manchuria was destroyed, and, shar- 
ing the common injury of other powers, 
its subjects in northern China were ex- 
pelled or slain. Imperial troops, acting 
under instructions from the imperial 
government, 
inaugurated 
hostilities 


against the Russians. 


Yet In the face o? these conditions 


Russia, desirous of a-common accord 
among the powers, did not declare war 
against China. The report concludes 
by showing that Russia bas greatly re- 
duced its military force in Manchuria 
and contemplates the withdrawal of all 
the Ircops when conditions permit such 
action. The casualties suffered by Rus- 
sia's troops in Manchuria and Pe-chl-11 
Included 23 officers and 257 men killed 
and 67 officers and 1,305 men wounded. 


When the Boxer movement spread 


into Manchuria early In June of last 
year, the report states, its first mani- 
festations were hard to 
distinguish 


from the operations of the "Fungus," 
or native Mantcboos, who had fre- 
quently harassed and annoyed engi- 
neers, surveyors and small working 
parties on the railroad from the com- 
mencejcent of the work. But the ex' 
cesses iucreasqd along the lines, consist- 
ing in tbe destruction of railroad ma- 
terial as'well as in a threatening atti- 
tude toward tUe persons bv.ilding the 
road. When the news of Vrfis develop- 
ment reached St. Petersburg, compre- 
hensive orders were given for the mob- 
ilization of troops in the Amur mili- 
tary 'district, 
for 
increasing 
the 


strength of the troops of eastern Si- 
beria and of tlie garrisons of Vladivo- 
stok and Port Arthur and a couple of 
weeks later for the transfer of troops 
from European Russia. 


The disturbance in the northern and 


central parts of Manchuria, tlie report 
states, had more the appearance of 
having official sanction and of hostili- 
ties'beiag carried on by the regularly 
organized troops of the Chinese army 
than that in tlie southern part, where 
the popular, or Boxer, element was 
more in evidence. Kharbin was be- 
sieged and cut off from outside com- 
munication. While bombarding Sian- 
sln, bravely defended by a strong Chi- 
nese force, tue Cossacks waded a 
stream up to their necks and drove tlie 
Chinese back at all points. The Rus- 
sians relieved KhaVbin at«the moment 
the defenders had almost exhausted 
their ammunition. The Russian troops 
then entered Manchuria in pursuit of 
the fleeing Chinese. 


Blagovestcliensk, where a massacre 


of Chinese occurred, was in a defense- 
less condition when attacked by the 
Chinese. All but two companies of in- 
fantry had been withdrawn to join in 
the relief of Kbarbin. Eight thousand 
Chinese' appeared before the town and 
demanded its surrender, opening fire 
with cannon and small arms. 
The 


place was fortunately relieved in time. 
The report does not say, what is gen- 
erally known, that the massacre of the 
Chinese occurred because the Cossacks 
were Infuriated by the sight of Rus- 
sian heads stuck on long poles. 


Aigun became the .objective of the 


column 
which 
relieved 
Blagovest- 


chenslr. The fighting wns continuous 
and was marked by aggressive tactics 
and determined resistance on the part 
of the Chinese. The Chinese were suc- 
cessively dislodged from four strong 
positions, some of which they attempt- 
ed to reoccupy, but finally retired. The 
Chinese made a stand at Sinchao, but 
were routed after a serious engage- 
ment TUe Russians sent a message to 
Tsiantsioun demanding unconditional 
eurrei}der and requesting the Chinese 
"governor to come to their lines. The de- 
mand not being complied with, the 
place was occupied without resistance. 


Further operations continued, with 


unvarying success for the Russians, 
but their task was greatly simplified 
In September by a telegram 
from 


Prince Cliing directing the Chinese au- 
thorities to cease hostilities and pro- 
tect tbe railway. Kirin, the report 
states, xvas occupied on Sept 24, and 
the work of restoring order between 
that point and Siansln made necessary 
many expeditions directed against hos- 
tile bands. 


Tbe success that attended Russian 


operations in northern Manchuria wns 
duplicated by tho Russian troops in the 
eouth. Newcliwang was occupied, old 
Newchwang was captured, and the 
march 
upon Mukden was begun. 


Mukcjen was In a state of anarchy, tlie 
city having been abandoned tiy the Clii- 
nese troops upon the advance of the 
Russians, and the Chinese merchants 
and otbcr influential residents joined in 
a petition to th(> Russian commander, 
asking him to occupy tbe place as soon 
as possible.

VERY EXPLOSIVE WOOD. 


Have H*U Kttr«fflrceriB. 


"One of tbe most puztliug of the many 


difficult problems tbut confront our trade 
is how to get rid of tbe empty casks that 
have coatained nitioglycerin," said a 
manufacturer of explosives. "The wood 
of tbe cubits becomes io saturated wita 
iiitioglyccriu that 
in explusiveaess it 


equals the uitroglyccrin itself. 


"It docs act pay uor is it safe to refill 


tbe cavks. To burn them is out of tho 
quest icn. 
If left around, they are a con- 


stunt menace, for while all men are prone 
to .show their respect for a daiigprous ex- 
plosive there are few that think that 
bairn can come of a kick at au empty 
barrel. The re is nothing to do but to ex- 
plode th-i casks. 


"This is generally done by placing tbem 


on open ground and la ing a rifle bullet at 
tbem from a fciif* distance. The concus- 
sion produced by tho bullet is ruore tha.i 
enough to bring about an explosion, and 
there 18 one good thing ubout those casks 
wben tbey go off—there are no fragments 
to pick up. 


"When I said tbat tbe sbock of the bul- 


let was, more tbuu sufficient, I meant ev- 
ery word of it. 
Yo prove this I'll just 


teii you wbat happened at our factory 
not so very long ago. Two empty nitro- 
glyceria casks were to be blown up. 
Three men with a team of horses, a wag- 
ou and a rifle set about the business. 
They reached the epot selected for the 
explosion in safety and lilted the caska 
to tbe ground. 


"Ono of tbe casks was carried to a 


proper distance. 
The other was left 


standing near tbe wagon. Tbe man wbo 
was to do the shooting then conceived 
tbe idea of leaning his rifle against tbe 
top of this second cask to get a better 
aim. 
He thougbt this was safe because 


he knew tbat tho recoil of the rifle was 
almost unnoticeabie. 


"Well, when be- fired there were two 


simultaneous explosions. His bullet bit 
its mark and did its work. At tbe same 
time the other cask was exploded by tbe 
slight Jar produced by the firing of the 
shot. Tbe tbree men. the two horses and 
tbe wagon were literally swept off tbo 
eartb, and wben a few moments later 
you passed the spot where they bad stood 
it was hard to believe tbat tbcy had ever 
existed. Tbe largest fragment recovered 
after them was a harness buckle."—New 
York Sun.

Jerome N. Briggg Fell ton Circular 


and Nearly Iflat an Arm. 


Jeroma N. Brigge, one t.f this town's 


best known citizens and who for many 
years past has been employed as a 
carpenter by H. J. Arnold & Son's met 
with a most unfortunate accident at 
about 4.30 to'cloek Wednesday after- 
noon. He fell on -a buzz saw and 
nearly had his right arm cu{ off. ?.e 
was greatly weakened from loss of 
blood and is in a critical condition. 


Mr. Bnggs -was working in Arnold & 


Son's sawmill off 
Spring street and 


was operating a machine used in 
squaring1 the boards of which the 
wooden boxes used by the Renfrew 
Mfg. Co., for shipping cloth are made. 
A circular saw with teeth an inch and 
a half long does the cawing-, and is so 
placed that by pushing a wooxlen car- 
riage on which the lumber IB laid the 
boards are cut and squared. 


The saw was revolving rapidly and 


Mr. Erig-gs pushed the carriage with 
several boards on it alone wiioujfn the 
saw and had squared them ready for 
use. As he stepped forward to throw 
the boards off the carriage his foot 
went into a waste 
hole, 
fwhere the 


sawdust goes through the 'mill floor, 
and he fell. His right arm was bent 
and as it struck,the saw the biceps 
were sawed in two and the main artary 
was severed. There was also a bad 
cut on the forearm and immediately 
the blood gushed from the wounds. 


A doctor was summoned and Dr. H. 


M. JTolrnes was soon present and did 
all he could for the man. 
The good 


work done by the workmen in the mill 
in trying1 to stop the flow of blood 
helped Mr. Briigs. but he was very 
weak.

The first thing is to take stock of you* 


domestic dominion intelligently. Consid- 
er well its "possibilities, then set about 
realizing them. With a hall or porch 
handy, try to put the icebox there. Give 
it the best light possible and as much 
fresh air. Close beside it fix your fresh 
air closet, whifb, <=aTe in the most tor- 
rid weather, keeps cooked food better 
than the icebox itself. It demands only 
to be put out of doors away from tho 
sttn'g direct rays; hence it ia as much a 
boon to -tbe flat dweller with a shady lire 
escape or north looking "window as to the 
people who have houses all to themselves. 


Anybody who can drive a nail can 


make one at a cost not to exceed a dollar. 
It is only a frame box, with door and 
sides of wire gauze and shelves across 
the inside. It is best made fast to tho 
wall at such a height as to be safe from 
prowling cata'and should have, further, a 
trusty lock. -Put away food in it in clean 
earthen dishes; never in any sort of met- 
al, not even in silver. 
Slip each dish 


into a separate cheesecloth bag and 
twist the bag end tight. If ants, black 
or red, discover the chest, paint the wood 
box all outside with Camphor once a fort- 
night. Twice a year take down the whole 
contrivance and scald it outside and in- 
side with boiling soda water. 


AH manner of food keeps beautifully 


in it from one meal to the next. Fur- 
thermore, things may be pnt in it while 
still warm. If they have to go into a 
tight, nnventilated place, as a refrigerat- 
or, they must needs be stone cold or 
they will get soggy and smelly. 


Always set away cooked things in on- 


covered dishes. Wire gauze dish covers 
will keep out dust and admit of ventila- 
tion. They are, however, too costly for 
many purses. A good substitute is a 
hoop or oval of stout wire, with either 
cheesecloth or mosqnito net sewed firmly 
or er it Hake the hoops of sizes to fit all 
sorts of dishes, or, rather, of sizes to 
stand an inch beyond the edges they must 
cover. 
The weight of the wire holds 


them well down. . Every week drop the 
covers in a wash boiler with water and a 
little soda, boil for five minutes and dry 
ia the sun. 


Light and liuie, the best of all antisep- 


tics, should be relied on to keep the fresh 
air closets sweet Hang a bag of qnicTt- 
lime somewhere and change the contents 
•as fast as the lime slacks. In country or 
suburban houses ants are often a plague. 
A ring of air slacked lime an inch wide 
and a half inch deep will keep them ont 
of a dish holding food. 
They cannot 


crawl over a shelf thickly dustered' with 
powdered lime. But since they travel al- 
ways by definite roads it is well to find 
tho path and block It by a smear of coal 
or pine tnr, applied, if possible, outside 
of the pantry. 


Save in freezing weather, keep fruits, 


vegetables and cut flowers in the fresh 
air closet until wanted. Cooked meats 
and salt ones can stay there the year 
round. It is the pi nee for such things as 
cheese, nuts, raisins, dates and olives. 
All of these lose flavor or grow rank by 
keeping in a warm place or by suffering 
great alternation of temperature.— New 
York Sun,

Knew Latin at Six, Creek mt Eight 


and Was World Fnmoui at Thirty- 
two—He WM Very Active- mud Dis- 
regarded All Conventional Hale* ol 
Health. 


Professor John Fiske of Cambridge, 


Mass., the famous lecturer and histo- 
rian who recently died at Gloucester, 
Mass., knew Latin at 6 years of age, 
Greek at 8 and differential calculus at 
12, says the New York World. When 
he entered Harvard, he Jumped at once 
into the sophomore class. 
Professor 


Marshall Snow said that he was tho 
brainiest man to go from Harvard in 
BO year's. 


At 15 he had dipped into all the clas- 


sical authors and was reading Plato 
at sight while attending to- such inci- 
dental recreations as mastering trigo- 
nometry, analytical geometry, survey- 
ing and navigation. At 32 he was a fa- 
mous scientist and philosopher, the 
friend and companion of Darwin, Spen- 
cer, Huxley and Tyndall. He has been 
regarded es the greatest of American 
bistorlans. 


Professor fiske was bora nt Hart- 


ford March SO, 1842. He was the only 
child of Edmund Brewster Green of 
Smyrna, Del., who married Mary Fiske 
Bound of Middletown, Conn. His fa- 
tber was the editor of newspapers in 
Hartford, New York and Panama, dy- 
ing in Panama In 1832. Two years aft- 
erward his widow was married to Ed- 
win W. Stonghton, former United 
Stateg minister to Russia. Her son 
was then 12 years old. His name wag 
Edmund Fiske Green, but soon after- 
ward he took the name of his maternal 
grandfather, John Fiske. 


Professor Fiske entered Harvard In 


1800. 
Besides Greek and Latin, he 


could then read fluently French, Span-" 
igh, Portuguese, Italian and German 
and had gained a fair command of 
Dutch, Danish and Swedish, besides 
making a beginning in Icelandic. He- 
brew, Chaldee and Spanish. He was 
graduated from Harvard in 1863 and 
from Harvard law school two years 
later. 


The young lawyer opened an office 


In Boston and waited six months in 
vain for a client Then he decided to 
devote himself exclusively to literature. 
For several years he wrote for the 
magazines and newspapers and suc- 
ceeded In firmly establishing himself 
•s a writer and philosopher of the high- 
est class. His flrst great wofk, "Out- 
lines of Cosmic Philosophy." was pub- 
lished In 1874. 
Many other volumes 


on philosophical, historical, religious, 
artistic, scientific and literary topics 
followed. 


For the past 20 years 
Professor 


Fiske had been engaged in writing the 
history of this country from various 
points of view. Noteworthy produc- 
tions from his pen are a "History of the 
American Revolution," "The Critical 
Period in American History," "Begin- 
nings of New England," "Washington 
and His Country," "American Political 
Ideas" and "The War of Independ- 
ence." 


Professor Flskp In 1864 married 


Abby Morgan Brooks of Petersham, 
Mass. He is survived by his wife and 
six children-Aland, Harold Brooks, 
Clarence Stoaghton, Ralph Browning, 
Ethel and Herbert Hnxley Fiske. 


Professor Fiske stood six feet In big 


stockings, weighed 300 pounds and was 
very active. He often said that he dis- 
regarded all the conventional rales of 
health. 


"I always sit in a draft," said he, 


"when I can find one, wear the thin- 
nest clothes I can find winter and sum- 
mer, catch cold once in three or four 
years, bnt not severely, and prefer to 
work in a cold room. I work the 
larger part of the 24 hours, and by day 
or night indifferently, hardly ever 
cliange a word once written, eat when 
hungry, rarely taste coffee* or wine or 
smoke a cigar, out drink two or three 
quarts of beer each day and smoke a 
pipe all the time when at work." 


For'many yearn he was connected 


with Harvard college in a professional 
capacity. He severed all such relations 
IS years ago, retaining only his office 
as a member of the board of overseers, 
and devoting his time to lecturing and 
to historical research. As a lecturer he 
was in constant demand from all parts 
of the world. He was to have lectured 
before tbe royal family of England la 
the fall on "Alfred the Great"

Williams College 
Adopts Stringent 


Measures to Koep Athletics Clem 


As an outcon* of the OVfent trtuble 


in the New England Intercollegiate 
l&agxie over allpged professionalism, 
the athletic council of Williams col- 
lege has drawn up rules which will go 
into effect at the opening of the com- 
ing college year. The council is com- 
posed of members of the faculty and 
graduates t>f the college. 


As yot these rules apply to Williams 


only, but it is very probable that an 
athletic committee composed of rep- 
resentatives of Williams, Wesleyan 
and Amherst will meet later and adopt 
rules, 
which will doubtless be very 


nearly the same as those already ac- 
cepted by the Williams <ouncU. These 
rules follow; 


Rule 1. This council approvss a 


committee of conference, composed of 
one representative from each college, 
to meet at least once before each ath- 
letic season, to consider all questions 
regarding the status of candidates for 
teams in the'-'Triangular league, and 
any other matters affecting the inter- 
est 
of 
the league, which properly 


come before the councils of the sev- 
eral colleges. 


Rule 2. No one shall be allowed to 


represent the college in any public 
contest, either individually or as a 
member of any team, unless he can 
satisfy the committee that he is, and 
intends to be throughout the academic 
year, a bona-flde member of the col- 
lege, taking a full year's work. 


Rule 3. No student shall be allowed 


to represent the college in any public 
athletic contei^ e|ther UncJivjLduiailiy 
or as a member of any team, who, 
either before or since enteringj»college, 
shall have engaged for money in any 
athletic cempei|jtion, whether for a 
stake, or a money prize, or a share of 
the entrance fees or adm.ssion money, 
or who shall have taught 'or engaged 
in any athletic exercises or sport as a 
means of livelihood; or wh'o shall at 
any time have received for taking part 
in any _athletic sport or contest any 
pecuniary gain 'or emolument what- 
ever, direct or indirect, except aa 
legitimate expenses. 
Provided, how- 


ever, that gain or emolument has been 
received before the students's admis- 
sion to college, the enforcement of 
the rule in this case and In all other 
cases that have occurred prior to its 
adoption, shall be subjected t'o the dis- 
cretion of the athletic council, and in 
cases of students representing the 
college in league contests, to that of 
the conference committee of he three 
colleges. 


(Section A). 
The disqualification 


worked by this rule shall be held to 
include those students who receive or 
have received any emolument, direct 
or indirect, except their legitimate ex- 
penses, by reason 'of their connection 
with so-called summer nines of really 
amateur character; but ^ny connec- 
tion with^ professional teams or league 
teams will be considered sufficient to 
disqualify a student. 


(Section B). This rule shall toe con- 


strued as to disqualify a student who 
receives from any source whatever any 
pecuniary gain or emolument or posi- 
tion of profit, direct 
or indirect, in 


order to render it possible for him to 
participate in college athletics

Surprising Results in Tests at Wil- 


liams College 


An interesting Jtem -in regard to 


Williams college students is going the 
rounds of the press, having been first 
published in the (New York Evening 
Post. It concerns the lack of knowl- 
edge of literature ^mong col.ege stu- 
dents, and the inability of students to 
write proper English. The facts are 
based on the work of the department 
of English at Williams. 


To show the familiarity or lack of 


it .with books and auth'ors, a test was 
given to a class of 40 soph'omores at 
the college. Of the 40, 10 could not 
name six 'of Shakespeare's plays, 14 
could not tell the author of "In Me- 
morium," 22 didn't know who Sana 
Weller was, 23 didn't know the author 
of "Mill on the floss,' ' 26 couldn't 
name the title of a .work by Ruskin, 
34 cuidn't tell who Falstaff was, and 
35 couldn't mention the title of a sin- 
gle poem by Wordsworth or Browning. 


To test the ability Of students to 


write proper English, the members of 
a freshman c'ass, 116 in number, were 
asked to write the following senten- 
ces: "The Browns' house is larger than 
ours; but ours is more convenient than 
theirs;" "Do you suppose it to be him 
(or he?") and "Give it t'o whomsoever 
(or whosoever) 
deserves 
it most.' 


Out of the 116 freshmen, tonly three 
wrote _the three sentences without,er- 
ror, and 45 erred at all possible points
